Head Is Involved in 
Allegation 


SAPIRO TO TESTIFY 


Woods Reads Tingley Let- 
ter at Session, Giving 
Summary of Case 


WINNIPEG, Man.,, April 10,— 
Charges of irregularities in » public 


terminal at the head of the lakes 
Were made ust before the close of 
today's session of the Royal Grain 


Thquiry commission, The name of 
the elevator was not disclosed, but 
it was stated the alleged mixing 


had occurred with the last three or 
four years, 

The charges were contained in a 
letter which Sidney B. Woods, 
K.C., chief counsel for the commis- 
Hion, had received from A. R. Ting- 
ley. K.C., counsel fot the province 
Of Saskatchewan. The ietier was 
Tead to the commission by Isaac 

)Pitblado, K.C., counsel for the 
Grain Mxchange, and the portion 
ontaining the allegations was as 
‘ollows: 

“The witnesses will state: (1) 
hat mixing is done by binning 
rain carrying dockage with straight 
rade without cleaning {t and ship- 
ing mixture, and (2), on the belt, 
oth of different grades and = un- 
Gleaned grain carrying dockage with 
Straight grades when shipping, and 
that if and when tn shinping a bin 
ig. shut off by the inspector, the 
frain is transferred to another bin 
and run again, and so on until it 
does get by the inspector. Also that 
appreciable quantities of grain run- 
ning to as much as 400 bushels or 
more in a day, still from the belt 
before welghing ‘welghing in), are 
not replaced on the belt, but are 
gathered up in bulk and binned for 
recleaning.” 

Mr. Pitblado claimed the partte- 
ulars were not sufficient to enable 
them to meet the charges and asked 
for specification of the dates and 
names of the witnesses to be called. 

Mr. Woods and Mr. Tingley und- 
ertook to get the dates, but with 
regard to the names of the witness- 

os, Mr. Tingley stated that, unless 
he was ordered by the chairman, he 
did not prepose to give their names 
even though this refusal meant that 
the charges would not be laid. 

No ruling on the point was made 
by the commission. The inquiry was 
adjourned until tomorrow. 

Interesting Session. 

An interesting session of the Come 
mission is predicted for next Wed- 
nesday, when Aaron Sapiro, United 
States co-operative expert, and pool 
representatives from the western 
provinces, testify. It will be “wheat 
pool day,” and it 1s possible that 
both the champions and opponents 
of the co-operative marketing plan 
will be heard. The Hon. George 
Langley will, it is expected, be a 
witness, and this afternoon, Chair- 
man W. H. A. Turgeon emphasized 
the fact that witnesses would have 
to submit to cross-examination, 

Mr. Langley continued his evid- 
ence before the commission today, 
teuching on various subjects, in- 
cluding the practice of mixing. He 
reiterated that he was opposed to 
mixing, claiming it was an illegal 
and an injurious practice so far as 
the producer was concerned. He 
would not admit there was any in- 
consistency on his part. The Sask- 


atechewan Co-operative Blevator 
Company had established 1 mixing 
house despite his onpnosition, and, 


as he had predicted, it was a bad 
thing for the company, regardless 
of the profits they may have made 
or are making today. 

In his evidence, Mr. Langley had 
said that private clevators at the 
terminals have no facilities for dry- 
ing “out of condition” grain. In 
cross-examination, Isaac Pitblado, 
K.C., representing the grain ex- 
change, read from the board of 
commissioners’ report, showing that 
most of the private elevator ter- 
minals were equipped ith these 
devices, but the witness said he 
had based his statement on his own 
information and what expericnce he 
had had with his own company 


plant. 
In United Kingdom, 

Commissioner Scott wanted to 
know what the witness found when 
in the United Kingdom as to the 
grain storage stocks there. “Would 
they amount to three weeks’ sup- 
ply?" he asked. 

Witness: “They would = not be 
equal to that. They are small and 
practically non-existent and I think 
this a matter of grave i: portance 
to the Canadian West.” 

Chairman Turgeon added there 
was no doubt but what the storage 
stocks in England do not exist. 

Chief Counsel Woods read from 
the evidence of the Hon, Charics 
Dunning, premier of Saskatchewan, 
where he said that in seme lower 
grades mixing might be of economic 
advantage to the producers, and Mr, 
Langley said he agreed to this, Mr, 
Dunning had also said he did not 
think the product of mixing houses 
should be permitted to pass into 
public terminals, and the witness 
eereed with that, and also with the 
Wiew that the certificates of the tn- 
»ector on grain from private ter- 
ninals should specify that the car- 
oO was the product of mixing 
uses,

Counsel Pitblado said: ‘There 
never were more outstanding ware- 
house vecelpts issued than there ts 
erain in these terminals, I state this 
on wy own personal responsibility.” 

Not Always HKecord, 

Counsel Fisher: “I am not disput- 
ing that, but I maintain that ft is 
not always true that there ts a re- 
cord of this fact, I object to one 
class having to register warehouse 
receipts while the other ts exenvwpt. 
These private regulars take in grain 
on contract to pay for tt on the day 
the own wishes to sell. Montha 
later, wh the producer does sell, 
he ts charged storage, even though 
his particular grain may have been 
ground toto flour the day it was de- 
livered,” 

Chairman Turgeon: “That Is why 
they must pay storage, even though 


that particular grain has long since | 


disappeared, While this grain may 
have been disposed of, the law re- 
quires that a suffietent quantity of 
rai tiust be in store at times 
tv redeem these outstanding oblig- 
utions=—-warehouse rec oipte.”

Nothing so shocks and stuns a parent as to discover that his 
child has looked him serenely in the eve and told him a deliberate 
untruth, He doesn’t believe it possible and yet the evidence is 
clear.

For the very same reason that you lied to your father and 
mother.
